It is hereby ordained
that all dancing in any and all
dance halls in the City of Oel-
wein, Iowa, where a public dance
is conducted, shall cease and that
all persons shall be excluded, ex-
cept the proprietors or managers,
from said dance halls not later
than one o'clock A.M. on each and
every weekday night.
